ALBERTA BUTTER 
SENT TO BRITAIN 


“AS a result of a visit to Calgary by 
P. ~\W. Bates, travelling representa: 
tive ef the Royal Mail Steam Packet 
Co., a shipping concern that is now 
operating a regular service between 
Vancouver, London, Liverpool. and 
Rotterdam, P. Burns & Co. will make 
a shipment of Alberta butter to the 
old country via the western route. 

Last year several Alberta firms 
shipped butter to the old country via 
Vancouver and experienced great 
success, The route has been proved 
feasible. The amount of butter that 
may go to Europe out of Vancouver 
depends, of course, on the state of the 
market both here and in the old coun- 
‘try. 

The Burns Company expects to ship 
about 1200 boxes of butter over this 
route in July. The ships take about 
forty days to make the trip. The com- 
pany is also going after fruit ship- 
ments from B.C, and the state of 
Washington. 


CROP REPORT OF 
CANADIAN PACIFIC 


(Special to The Times) 

Winnipeg, June 23.—Weather condi- 
tions during the past week have been 
somewhat cooler throughout the 
prairie provinces, but favorable wea- 
ther conditions according to the week- 
ly crop report issued today by the ag- 
ricultural department of the C.P.R. 
Rain was general throughout the 
west and sufficiently heavy ‘and fre- 
quent to be of real value to soil. 
Oats and barley crops are satisfac- 
tory and have shown improvement 
since the rain. Fall rye is: heading 
and showing good crop. While there 
is greatly reduced acreage under corn 
in each of the western provinces, its 
development has ben backward on 
account of unfavorable weather con- 
ditions, 

There is little change in the labor 
situation at present and not much de- 
mand: for” tielp: ulthough- oxperierced 
farm hands can always secure work at 
good wages. 

Livestock markets throughout the 
west continue satisfactory. Cattle 
are bringing good prices, especially 
well bred stock in good condition. 

Conditions in Saskatchewan are 
somewhat varied but generally speak- 
ing weather has been favorable for 
crop development. Rain fell liberally 
during the past week over the great- 
er part of the province, but it still 
needed and in some cases’ urgently, 
in sections of northwest and centre 
Saskatchewan, All grain crops are 
looking splendid in the province and 
wheat is coming into the shot blade. 

Crop conditions are very satisfac- 
tory in Alberta, according to the re- 
port, and showing* much improvement 
because of rains. There seems to be 
a sufficient supply of moisture in the 
soil now to assure at least a fair 
crop. All cereal crops are doing well, 
fall rye is in bloom and a fairly 
heavy crop of hay is expected. Some 
hail damage was caused during the 
week in the Didsbury and Olds dis- 
tricts. On the E.D. and B.C, railway, 
liberal rainfalls have been received, 
and crops are in excellent condition 
with much of the wheat in shot blade. 

Strawberry picking is general in 
the lower mainland of British Colum- 
bia and on Vancouver Island, and ship- 
ments are going forward to the 
prairies, Lack of moisture has to a 
certain extent retarded fruit crops, 
particularly where irrigation is not 
available. Blackberries and raspber- 
ries are in splendid condition, and 
promise a heavy crop. It is antici- 
pated that the fruit yield in this pro- 
vince will be quite equal to last year. 
Cherry shipments from the Summer- 
land district commenced June 4th.

Egypt to go to the promised land were 
beset by armies and had to fight their 
way to their new country, but this 
having undergone great 
‘trials in their native land, had been 
ted, weicomed and generally treated 


ple of their new. country. Prayers 
were said during the service asking 
for God's blessing on King George, 
their new ruler, and on Canada, 
their new country. Colonel Dmohoy- 
sky, who brought the party over from 
Harbin, China, was then presented 
iwith a token in remembrance of their 
safe arrival. 

The party seemed generally pleas- 
ed with the camp and the country, 
and are this week being located on 
farms by Messrs, S. D. Sewell and 
J. Anderson, of the C.P.R. coloniza- 
tion department. 

If this settlement proves successful, 
and there is every indication that it 
will, the party will be followed in the 
near future by some five to six hun- 
dred others who are at present in 
Ching and Manchuria.

tion. The Western provinces lead, 
the Yukon topping the list with

wealth was Ontario, to which is 
credited the sum of $7,358,000,000, 
or thirty-three per cent of the Do- 
minion total, 


Shipping in and out of the port 
of Vancouver, B.C., for the calen- 
dar year 1923, showed an increase 
in all departments, according to the 
annual report of the Board of Har- 
bor Commissioners. Over $183,- 
000,000 worth of goods were ex: 
ported, an increase of $30,000,000 
over the value of the 1922 exports, 
while the imports totalled $224,- 
000,000, an increase of $13,000,000 
over the 1922 figures. Vessels 
numbering 12,608, representing a 
total of 8,427,683 net tons, en- 
tered and left the port in 1923, an 
increase over 1922 of 2,959 ships 
and 792,289 tons.

the farmer’s problems. We really 
thought the percentage was a_ good 
deal higher than that, but jirobably 
the other twenty per cent didn’t think 
it wise to say just what they thought. 
Of those editors who did relieve their 
souls ninety per cent declared that 
the farmer's difficulty could not be 
reached by legislation, and eighty per 
cent were certain that the low prices 
of farm products could not be raised 
by any legislation, although seventy 
per cent of the men who hold this 
view are solidly in favor of a protec- 
tive tariff as a means of keeping up 
the price on manufactured articles. 
About sixty-five per cent of the edit- 
orsthought that if the farmers would 
only work a little harder and produce 
more they would soon be rid of all 
. their troubles. Of course, they can’t 
sell at a profit what they raise now, 
but if they raised more and brought 
the price down still lower, they would 
soon get rich. Clear! isn’t it? Thirty 
per cent of the editors thought that 
further loans from the government} 
would speedily banish the depression 
and make the farmers rich.. Of course 
getting deeper into debt is a well- 
known way of avoiding bankruptcy. 
About fifty per cent of the editors 
advocated more diversified farming, 
- and these editors seem to have had at 
least a glimmer of common sense, al- 
though when the slump in prices hits 
wheat to flax and from cattle to 
chickens it is hard to see just how the 
advice is going to help matters much. 
Some recommended a_ higher. tariff 
and the tariff was shoved up to more} 
than forty cents, and the price of} 
wheat promptly declined. About four| 
per cent of the editors advised a re-| 
duction in freight rates, but these 
were brave men and there is not very 
much chance of their advice being | 
taken.
